The  CCAC  is  composed  of  11  members  —  one  specially  qualified  in  numismatic  collection  curation;  one  specially  qualified  in 
the  medallic  arts  or  sculpture;  one  specially  qualified  in  American  history;  one  specially  qualified  in  numismatics;  three 
individuals  representing  the  interests  of  the  general  public;  and  four  individuals  recommended  by  the  Leadership  of  both  the 
United  States  House  of  Representatives  and  United  States  Senate.  CCAC  members  are  Special  Government  Employees  and  are 
therefore  subject  to  various  applicable  conflict  of  interest  laws  and  ethics  regulations. 

Individuals  who  are  interested  in  being  considered  for  appointment  as  a  CCAC  member  representing  the  interests  of  the 
general  public  should  submit  a  letter,  along  with  a  resume  or  curriculum  vitae,  detailing  specific  educational  credentials, 
skills,  talents  and  experience.
